SETH 10W, REFORMER, IS DEAD 


Former President of Columbia Univer­ 
sity Succumbed Sunday. 


New York, Sept. 
18.—Seth 
Low, 
form er m ayor of New York and one­ 
tim e president of Columbia university, 
died late Sunday at his country home, 
Broadbrook farm , Bedford Hills, N. Y., 
at the age of 66 years. 
He had been 
ill for several, m onths of a com plica­ 
tion of diseases. 
Mr. Low’s m ost 
recent 
activities 
were exerted in an effort to find a 
solution of the 
differences 
between 
the railroad brotherhoods 
and 
the 
railroads. He long had been consulted 
by heads of the brotherhoods. 
His 
illness 
was 
attributed to a general 
breakdown. 
Mrs. Low and other m em bers of the 
household were with him a t the end. 
Born in Brooklyn, Jan u ary IS, 1850, 
Mr. Lowe cam e of a long line of m er­ 
chant princes and men of culture. His 
father, Abiel Abbot Low, founded a 
big business in the im portation of tea 
and silk in New York and at one time 
had a fleet of more than a dozen clip­ 
per ships engaged in the China trade. 
Young Low' was educated 
a t 
tile 
Polytechnic Institute in Brooklyn and 
then at Columbia, from which he was 
graduated in 1870 at the age of 20.

college he had been distinguished both 
as a student and an athlete. On leav­ 
ing Columbia, Mr. lx>w' wrynt to his 
fath e r’s business house. 
He became 
interested in public life, particularly 
in Brooklyn charities.

r i ’ive Expedition, Mexico, Sept. 18.— 
The Apache scouts attached to the 
Am erican punitive expedition 
came 
all the wa yfro mEl Valle to 
field 
headquarters to give a ghost dance 
for General J J. Pershing, 
just be­ 
fore the com m ander of the expedition 
left on his recent inspection trip to 
th*1 border. 
i he danc*>, weird end picturesque, 
was w itnessed by a thousand soldiers 
and was held only after painstaking 
preparations by the Indians. 
Prior to his first 
inspection trip 
(which took him to 
El 
Valle) 
the 
general had heard many tim es of the 
f i ost dances 
the 
scouts 
had been 
giving at their camp, and before leav­ 
ing for El Valle had 
inform ed Cap­ 
tain Jam es A. Shannon, who has di­ 
rected the destinies of the Apaches, 
‘hat he would 
be 
pleased to have 
Him perform for him. Comm unicated 
to the Indians, the general’s request 
caused great excitem ent and they in- 
fdsted on leaving at 
once 
for field 
headquarters. 
They passed the general en route. 
and it wras only by the 
exercise of 
great diplomacy that they were pre 
vented from debouching from their 
m otor trucks and giving their dance 
on the trail. They were persuaded to 
continue their 
trip, 
howrever, 
and 
busied them selves during their six- 
dav lay over at headquarters by fur­ 
bishing their costumes and securing 
a newr and complete 
line 
of vivid 
paints. 
The dance, 
held 
the 
night after 
General Pershing’s 
return 
from 
El 
Valle, was staged on a level piece of 
ground inside the lines n ear “China­ 
tow n.” Behind a circle 
of 
bales of 
hay fifty yards in diam eter hundreds 
of khaki-clad soldiers gathered. The 
general was seated 
in 
a big cam p 
chair on a low* platform. A huge fire 
of logs blazed in the 
center of the 
circle, sending 
showers 
of 
sparks 
and great sheets 
of 
flame skyward 
w henever the zealous Apache fireman 
dashed gasoline into its roaring vor­ 
tex. 
Long before the general was seat­ 
ed, the fourteen musicians, uniform ­ 
ed according to regulations and seat­ 
ed a short distance from the fire, be* 
gun their chant. T heir 
soloist, Iet- 
suay, would 
shout a 
stanza of per­ 
haps tw enty 
Words and his com rades 
would chant 
a sort of cnorus in gut- 
teral rythm . It 
wms 
unnamed, un 
trained and altogether primitive. 
Accompanying his 
chant, letsuay 
thum ped on a m akeshift tom-tom—a 
galvanized iron pail with a w et deer 
skin stretched across its mouth. 
For five m inutes the prologue con­ 
tinued, then the ranks of the onlook­ 
ers parted 
to 
admit 
the 
dancers. 
There were five 
of 
them, costumed 
barbarically in 
trapping 
and head* 
dresses 
fashioned 
by 
their 
own 
hands, John Cody led the band, fol­ 
lowed by Chow' Big, Nonotolth, Saas 
and Eskibende. 
Eskibende was the 
ghost, and his role p a r to o k som ewhat 
of the clown—a stiff'legged, dignified 
clown. Cf the five he wore the least 
clothes. Like the other four, he wore 
a mask, cut from a burlap sack. 
A 
small headdress, breech clout, m oc­ 
casins and a stuffed fawm. which he 
dangled against 
the 
small of his 
back, completed his costume. In his 
hands 
he 
carried 
two 
red-tipped 
wands. 
His 
body 
w as 
painted 
a 
ghostly gray. 
The others were attired m ost elab­ 
orately. 
Their 
headgears, 
carved 
from wood, painted in bright colors 
bespangled with small 
m irrors 
and 
tipped with fluffy white hawk feath 
ors, were w'orks of art. Brass studded 
belts, bits of calico, blankets of vivid 
hues and a num ber of 
small bells, 
that tinkled as they moved, m ade up 
the 
rem ainder 
of 
their 
dancing 
clothes. 
E ntering 
the 
arena, 
they 
filed 
around 
the 
circle 
in 
a 
dignified 
promenade, all except the ghost, wTho 
ambled in the rear, executing pro- 
tesque dance steps to the encouraging 
shouts of the singers. 
W arm ed bv 
the 
applause 
of the 
spectators, the dancers soon increased 
their exertions. Around the fire they 
moved, shuffling, 
swaying, hopping. 
The fire light was reflected from the 
m irrors in their headdresses and the 
brass studs in their belts. Stream s of 
sw eat flowed down their naked tor 
sos. The singers changed the motif 
of their chant, and the five dark fig­ 
ures 
that 
surrounded 
the 
roaring 
flames increased their pace. Suddenly 
the chant 
ceased, 
the 
monotonous 
thum p,thum p of the tom-tom 
ended 
with a long doll and the dancers came 
to a standstill amid a burst 
of ap 
plause. The first act w'as over. 
Ten times this was 
repeated, le t­ 
suay chanting industrially, apparent­ 
ly without draw ing breath. Toward 
the last the 
im pressiveness 
of the 
spectacle was 
increased 
by 
vivid 
flashes of lightning from three storm s 
ir the surrounding m ountains. Their 
fantastic figures silhouetted 
against 
Pajorita mountain 
by 
the blinding 
bolts, the Apaches scored even more 
heavily than they had expected.

—The presidents 
of I hi* railroads east of St. IaiuIs and 
Chicago held their regular monthly 
luncheon in Now York Saturday. 
Ii 
is understood that the eight-hour bill 
recently passed by congress was the 
chief topic of the informal discussion 
that took place. 
This was the first 
gathering of its kind since the hill 
was passed. 
There is good authority 
for the statement that 
the 
eastern 
railroad presidents will not put them­ 
selves on record with respect to the 
bill in the way that President Ripley 
<»1 the Atchison has done, through the 
medium of a formal statement in sev­ 
eral 
published 
interviews. 
On 
the 
contrary, between now and election, 
and particularly 
before 
January 
I, 
when the bill goes into effect, they 
and their counsel will study the whole 
question verv carefully and decide up­ 
on what course they will pursue. 
'rile one feature of the situation on 
which apparently the eastern presi­ 
dents have come to a unanimous con­ 
clusion is that they cannot carry out 
the terms of the bill without abolish­ 
ing the 100-mile basis of a day’s work 
now' in effect. 
They say that the sub­ 
stance of the bill is in the first part 
of the first paragraph, in which it is 
stipulated that eight hours shall con- j 
st ii Ute the basis of a day's work and; 
a day's pay. 
it this feature of the bill 
is put into effect literally, 
all 
em­ 
ployes affected by it would be com­ 
pelled to work eigiu hours a day in 
order to draw a full day’s pay, and the 
number of miles run would play no 
part in determining the remuneration. 
There is excellent authority for the! 
statement that the railway executives 
will take no decisive and open steps 
regarding the bill until after election.
